and affettion from them as you have done; 
is the onely Cauſe that drew me to this ! 
And no ſiniſter or byaſt-Intereſt whatſoc- 
ver ; having always valued the Peace and 
Weltare of the Nation, far above my own 
Concernments. . And now perceiving that 
there are ſtrong endeavours once mote' to 
make theſe Nations and yourſelves miſcra- 
ble, by continuation cf a War; and that 
there are not wanting thoſe who labour to 
perſwade you that your Intereſt liesin Ad- 
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hering to ſome ORs late of the Army; 
who have made thipwrack of all Oaths and 
Engagments,through whoſe breach of faith 
you are become contemptible to all Na- 
cions 3 who are ſo far from making a Recon- 
ciliation towards God or Man by anunfei- 
ned Repentance, and turning trom the evi] 
of their practices, that they with their In- 
ſtruments, palliate their fowl Enormities, 
endeavouring by all means poſlible to de- 
ſtroy the honour of all your Actions, by 
Adhering to them, whoſe Power is Will, 

whoſe Juſtice is Cruelry, whoſe Laws are 
Confufion, whoſe Religion is the Seat of 
Rebellion, whoſe Deſipne can have. no 0- 
ther End then Tyranny , and to involve 
you and yours in perpetual Slavery. There- 
tore Fellow Souldizrs, Let us look back and 
ſurvey their by- paſt pratices, and we ſhall 
find there was never Oath or Promiſe kept 
farther then ſerved their own Intereſt. Did 
not moſt of thoſe Officers (by Gods mercy) 
now caſhier'd the Army, purchaſe your De- 
benters (the price of blood) from two ſhi]. 
lings to a noble in the pound, to enrich 
them= 
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themſelves, and pefpetuate- your Slavery; 
And through their Cruelty many ot our 
Fellow Souldiers, which were wounded in 
Batrle and' mideunfervieable; with wives 
and children larved 'in the ſtreets for want 
of bread, while they Lorded ir over. you, 
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Now Examine your Pres whether when 
you have demanded your-pay, you were 
not had before Court Martialls,and hang'd 
to all your ſhames, while they rob'd youu 
and the Commonivealth of your Dues.:And 
let me further deſire you to confider what 
you can expect 3 who have alwayes been 
made the. {corne and contempt of thoſe 
whom you have advanc't by 'yout- valour. 
The premiſes being duly and Chriſtianly

dier, have made bold to write to you theſe

Condition, if you ſhould ſufferyour elves 
agarn to be captivated by the {pecious pre-

| Therefore my earneſt Requeſt to you is, 
that you would -as you are Chriſtians and 
Englichmen , bewail the bloud you have 
alrcady pile in your own Countrey, and 
with ſouls fitted for che Receit- of Mercy, 
humbly proſtrate your {elves before the 
God of Mercy, beſeeching-him to diſtill 
into your ſouls by the Influence of his holy 
Spirit, Grace «| whereby you may. be fitted 
to he made partakers. 'of ſo. great a Mercy 
and Deliverance. as the Lord hitnſelf is 
now a working in the three, wounded, 
bleeding, and miſerable Nations, which- is 
bis dwn bleffing; Peace; the jruxs whereof 
tlough-bur in: the'bud,, ſhould raiſe your 
ſouls to that pitch, that you ſhonld with all 
cheeriulneſs humbly ſubaut ro his gratious 
hand of providence, who ſeems mercitully 
once more to ſhine upon theſe Nations, by 
reſtoring unto ns our natiye Rights as men ,
